13 Constitutional 
Amendments Need 
Statewide Ratification 


Alabama voters will go to the polls Tuesday, December 
10, to decide whether the Alabama Constitution shall be 
amended 13 more times. The 13 proposed amendments on the 
ballot include five of statewide effect and eight of a local 


nature. But even the local amendments require statewide 
tatification before they become effective, 

The amendments have created little public discussion, 
With few exceptions few of the amendments appear to be 
controversial from a statewide standpoint. Amendment No. 3 
to set up a State Board of Examiners for Voter Registration 
to handle examinations for prospective voters has some Op- 
position from the Association of County Commissioners and 
the Alabama League of Women Voters. Amendment No. 1 to 
increase the income tax rate on corporations from 3 to 5 per 
cent has stirred up some discussion. Business and industry 
are asking the voters to approve it as an alternative to re- 
moving federal income tax payments as a state deduction for 
corporations. Apparently there has been no statewlde op- 
position to Amendment No. 1. 

Here are the amendments to be voted on: 


AMENDMENT NO. 1 — Increases income tax rate on cor- 
porations from 3 to 5 per cent. If not ratified, a standby 
legislative act automatically goes into effect to disallow 
federal income tax payments as a state deduction for cor- 
porations. The estimated $7 million in annual additional 
revenue will go to schools. 

AMENDMENT NO. 2 — Authorizes a $10 million general 
obligation refunding of Alabama State Docks bonds, $6.9 
million to go for actual refunding and $3.1 million to go for 
additional capital outlay at the State Docks, including ex- 
pansion of the grain elevator and construction of a new soy- 
bean processing plant. 

AMENDMENT NO. 3 — Sets up State Board.of Examiners 
for Voter Registration, which would prepare uniform exam- 
inations for voter applicants and then grade those examina- 
tions by number and not by name as they are sent back from 
the county boards. County Boards of Registrars would con- 
tinue to function. 

AMENDMENT NO. 4 — Authorizes levying of special hos- 
pital taxes for public hospital construction and expansion 
in all counties except Jefferson and Mobile. But no tax 
could be levied in any county without an additional vote in 
that county. 

AMENDMENT NO. 5 — Authorizes the Legislature to pro- 
vide for promotion of production and sale of poultry pro- 
ducts by permitting the industry to levy and collect fees or 
assessments of not more than “ne cent per hen to finance 
the program. 

AMENDMENT NO. 6 — Removes county officers of Mar- 
shall County from the fee system and places them on a sal- 
ary basis, with no further local referendum required. 

AMENDMENT NO. 7 — Authorizes issuance of warrants in 
Coffee County for refinancing of any deficit created by pro- 
ration of state school funds prior to June 1, 1963. No further 
local vote required. 

AMENDMENT NO. 8 — Authorizes Clarke County and any 
municipality therein to promote development and location of 
new industry by levying of special taxes and issuance of 
bonds by a public corporation, subject to approval at local 
referenda, 

AMENDMENT NO. 9 — Authorizes the City of Huntsville 
to levy a five-mill property tax for schools, subject to ap- 
proval at local referendum. 

AMENDMENT NO. 10 - Authorizes Marion County to levy 
additional taxes for hospital purposes, subject to a further 
local referendum. 

AMENDMENT NO. 11 — Prohibits Mobile County or any 
municipality from levying any tax on wages of persons un- 
less first authorized by a vote of the people in separate 
local elections. 

AMENDMENT NO. 12 — Authorizes the City of Bayou la 
Batre to set up an industrial development program, including 
issuance of bonds and levying of special taxes, subject to 
approval of voters at a separate local referendum. 

AMENDMENT NO. 13 — Same as Amendment No. 12, ex- 
cept that it applies to City of York.

Worm... 


Mrs. Doris Farmer, of 
Elba Route 2, brought to 
The Clipper office a freak 
worm from her farm Sat- 
urday morning. Mrs. Far- 
mer began raising worms 
following ahunting accident 
two years ago and now has 
fifteen large beds meas- 
uring 4 feet wide, 12 feet

Cans are emptied. These large cans are placed on the warehouse trucks and rolled from 
house to house by one man, where two men previously had to carry them. This su ggestion 
Saves approximately $1,276.88 in manhours annually. 

A third award of $80 was granted for an adopted suggestion which resulted in the in- 
Stallation of a counter balance on the bottom of barrier poles used at stage fields. When 
the impact of an aircraft pushes the pole over, this balance will make the pole stand up- 
right again rather than fall to the ground and bend or break. Suggestion eliminates re- 
pairing and replacing poles and saves an estimated $1,524 yearly.
